Your esteemed favor of 26th ult. was duly received, and while regretting your decision I 
cannot deny that you are right to be careful and conform to strict rules. 


The badge was sent you by order of our Mayor, who is President of the Board of 
Revision. 


I calculated the amount of gold in the badge by its specific gravity. The makers dissented 
and had a jeweler try it by the stone and points. This jeweler tested only the outer ring or band 
found that to be 12 karats find, and therefore proclaimed the whole badge of that fineness, while 
calculation shows it to be less than 9 karats. 


The testimony was taken while the badge was with you, and as the matter is now settled, 
the Mayor requests that you return it by Adams Express Co., who will pay your charges if any.
